Probably a great m any oldsters, thou gh scarce­ 
ly octogenarians, are considerably perk ed u p on 
reading of the ex ploits of th a t su perm an, the 
King of Sweden, now 8 0. The other day in Paris 
after play ing sev eral strenu ou s sets of tennis — 
strenu ou s for whom? — he topped off the ev ening 
by a decorou s v isit to a girl-and-m u sic show. 
T h a t’s w hat it is to be 8 0 y ears y ou ng. 
In this and k indred ex ploits of His M ajesty , 
dem ocratic and m u ch belov ed m onarch of a dem ­ 
ocratic land, there is a profou nd lesson. It is a 
lesson th a t ou ght to be brou ght home to the ju st- 
as-y ou ng-as-I-u sed-to-be 
contingent, 
namely , 
th a t the King is a “natu ral.” In other words, this 
prancer on the cou rts a t a decade past the Bib­ 
lical span of life, shou ld be sedu lou sly tak en not 
as a model for the aged, bu t as the ex ception th a t 
prov es the ru le. Probably more th an one life will 
pay the penalty of foolish em u lation of the 
Swedish m onarch.
